Greetings Gang... 


This is in reference to what Bryon, WA8LCZ had to say recently. I 
realize that this is opening up that ole bag of snakes, but here 
goes. 


What is QRP? By definition QRP deals with the reduction of the 
transmitted power between two stations. Nowhere have I seen anything 
that says that QRP is asking the transmitting/receiving station to 
reduce its capabilities in transmitting or receiving of an RF signal. 
It does not say that to operate QRP you have to give up good efficient 
antennas, use lossy coax at the frequency of choice, or decrease 


receiver selectivity/sensitivity. It does not state that to go to QRP 
operation that I have to go and put on line my completely homebrewed 
station. QRP is the operation of your ham station at a power output of 
5 watts or less, NOTHING else. I guess what I am trying to say is that 
there seems to be a lot of different ways to operate QRP and that the 
use of only small, single band/single mode equipment is only a "small" 
aspect of QRP operation. The fact that the small, single band/single 
mode units fit so well into the aspect of QRP operation is just 
coincidental. Sure it is fun to say that you have been able to contact 
another ham using a minimal capability system that you have built 
yourself. But, the thrill can be just as valid for someone that has 
taken his $3000+ desk unit and turned the power down to QRP levels to 
accomplish the same thing. But, to exclude those individuals is not 
right either. Nor is penalizing them for using what they have. The 
whole idea is to get people operating. As to homebrew, small or 
miniturazation of the equipment is another subject which I choose not 
to get into at this time. 


QRP operation was not thought up as a means of generating a group of 
manic-depressive individuals. It is a challange to the operating 
skills of the operator. Having contest that set up different point 
levels for different power levels of operation is just saying that 
because Jack doesn't have the same level of station capabilities as 
Jim, we will group people like Jim into this separate catagory and 
give them a handicap factor that will in essence bring them up to the 
capabilities of Jack and his group. "Let's make everyone even, or no 
one will want to play", or "That's not fair, his antenna is higher and 
better than mine". I thought the whole idea of having a contest is to 
compete as best you can with what you have available to you at the 
time. I feel that a QRP contest should have more of the cognitation 
and feel like a marathon. Just to compete and finish is enough. Having 
just competed in a contest using a peanut whistle transmitter with a 
20 foot high dipole and making 200 contacts, (and everyone knows what 
equipment I used) would generate more respect for my operating ability 
then someone who used a $3000 transceiver with a monoband beam at 100 
feet and made the same amount of contacts. Nuff, my 2u-cents worth.

>I downloaded the KeyCAD file from sunsite.unc.edu, getting the 
>nukeycad.msg file--the one which is already binary and not uuencoded-- 
>and loaded it into my machine. Next, very important, I renamed it to 
>some convenient name with the extension .KCF. Having the .KCF extension 
>is important, since that tells KeyCAD that it is a drawing file. I then
